CLEMENCEAU HOLDS ON 
DESPITE OPPOSITION, 


AGED. STATESMAN BELIEVED 
DETERMINED TO STAY TILL 
PEACE RATIFIED. 


[BY CABLE EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

PARIS, July 20.—Premier Clemén- 
ceau holds on to power despite the 
growing opposition in the chamber. 
In some quarters it is believed that 
the end of his ministry is un- 
unestionably approaching, but the 
prevailing opinion is that he will 
survive next Tuesday's crisis when 
a vote of confidence in the govern- 
ment will be taken. 

Even some of his enemies are ad- 
mitting that the Premier may gather 
enough voter to tide over the danger 
that besets him. It is the general be- 
lief that the aged statesman is de- 
termined to continue in office by 
the use of every expedient until 
Parliament has ratified the treaty 
of peace, fearing the effect that a 
change in government now might 
have in confusing political thought 
at a time when the ending of the 
German question is imperative. After 
that is settled he may be expected 
to release the reins more easily, 
as he had already spoken of a will- 
ingneas to retire. 

The situation today is that the 
country which was solidly behind 
Clemenceau while the war proceeded, 
and even during the peace negotia- 
tions, though with lessening loyalty, 
is today profoundly distrustful of 
the men in whose hands lies the 
country’s economic future. The time 
has come for changes ig the cry 
here everywhere and it is only the 
fact that no one of commanding 
value is available to succeed Cle- 
menceau prevents his fall. 

Aristide de Briand is the only name 
heard for the presidency of the 
council, and he would already have 
reusmed the position if it were not 
for the widespread feeling that the

NOT ABSOLUTE GUARANTBE. 

“No friend of the league has ever 
claimed that it would be a panacea 
against all future wars. But we 
have an abiding faith that when 
C nations of the world, leagued 
together, pledge themselves to sus- 
pend warfare that international dis- 
putes can be submitted either to 
arbitration or to investigation and 
publicity thereto, it will materially 
reduce the chances of war. 

“I would not find serious fault 
with sonte of the proposed amend- 
ments or reservations if they did 
not mean delay and a consequent 
encouragement to revolutionary ele- 
ments. Is it not going to be better, 
therefore, that we surrender some 
of our own convictions in the inter- 
est of immediate peace, rather than 
to insist upon changes which wil! 
require the pending treaty be sent 
back to the associated powers? 
WAR-SICK WORLD ASKS PEACE. 

“A war-sick world demands the 
early ratification of the treaty. That 
demand must not be ignored. 

“All of us recognize how 
ly abnormal present conditions are, 
particularly “ii Europe. The spirit 
of revolution is running rife, not 
only in eastern Europe and within 
the Centra] Powers, but to some ex- 
tent among the peoples of our - 
lies. Ought not our aim to be 
restoration of peace and the adop- 
} tion of such measures for its 
preservation and the protection of 
the new-born nations as shall seem 
to*be sufficient in the present state 
ef the public mind? 

“Who does not know that Ger-~ 
many is not looking forward to the 
moment when she may resume her 
aggression against her neighbors? 
Who does nut know that the gov- 
ernments of the Poland, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia and other smal- 


ler independent nations, have not 
been able to organize perfect an 
stabilized governments? 


PROTECT NEW REPUBLICS. 

“Who is so blind that he does not 
understand that it is now necessary, 
and will be hecessary ror years, to 
aid in protecting the territorial in- 
tegrity and political independence of 
these newly formed governments 
against external aggression by their 
former masters? And further, who 
does not know that, for some years 
to come at least, it will be neces- 
sary to keep Germany, Austria, Bul- 
garia and Turkey within the limi- 
tations of their own boundaries?

DOCTOR ORDERS 
WILSON TO BED. 


Condition not Serious, but 


May Cause Postponement of 
Trip Through West, 


Meetings with Senators are 
Put Of for a Time. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Presi- 
dent Wilson was in a weakened but 
no wise serious condition tonight 
after having spent the day in bed 
with acute dysentery. Rear-Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson, his personal physi- 
cian, said the President has been in 
considerable pain during the day and 
had been very “uncomfortable.” Ad- 
miral Grayson said he would insist 
that Mr. Wilson remain in bed until 
he had completely recovered. 

The President's appointments for 
tomorrow with Republican Senators 
had not been postponed tonight, but 
at the White House it was considered 
extremely doubtful whether Mr. Wil- 
son would be able to keep them. 

While none of those close to the 
President would say whether his 
ness would result in postponement 
of his trip through the West, there 
seemed to be an opinion that 
should the illness be prolonged it 
could have no other effect. Rear- 
Admiral Grayson was uncertain 
when the President might be able to 
resume his duties. 


TRIP NOT BENEFICIAL. 


The President first complained of 
feeling ill Friday when he went to 
the Capitol to confer with Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, ranking 
Democratic member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. He told Séc- 
retary Tumulty then he was slight- 
ly indisposed and expressed his in- 
tention of going down the Potomac 
over the week-end in the belief that 
a change of air might be beneficial. 

During the trip, however, the 
weather was stormy and damp and 
Mr. Wilson appears to have con- 
tracted a slight cold. When he re- 
turned from the trip this morning 
he was feeling worse and imme- 
diately upon arriving at the White 
House Rear-Admiral Grayson diag- 
nosed his ailment as acute dysentery 
and ordered him to bed. All ap- 
pointments for today were cancelled 
and those who were to have called 
were asked to postpone their visits 
until tomorrow.

INSURED TWO YEARS 
WITHOUT A PREMIUM. 


AMENDMENT TO WAR RISK ACT 
WOULD CARE FOR IM. 
PECUNIOUS SOLDIERS. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.1 
WASHINGTON, July 21. — War 
insurance issued to soldiers, sailors 
and marines under the War Risk Act 
will be continued in full force and 


effect for a period of two years aft- 
er the discharge of the men of the 
service without payment of pre- 
miums under an amendment to the 
War Risk Act now under considera- 
tion by Representative Sweet of 
Iowa, chairman of the subcommit- 
tee of the House considering amend- 
ments to the insurance bill. 

Mr. Sweet declared today that he 
is gathering data on the number of 
men whose insurance has lapsed or 
who have declined to continue it in 
force. He will confer with other 
members of the committee to as- 
certain their views of the advisabil- 
ity of .perpetuating the war insur- 

ance by automatically keeping the 
policies in force for a period of two 
years. 

“It has developed that a great 
number of the soldiers, sailors and 
marines who took out war ingsur- 
ance have failed to continue pay- 
ment of remiums after they left 
service,” r. Sweet said. “The 
measure I am now considering will 
provide a means for the govern- 
ment to continue this very impor- 


|tant protection to these men who 


apparently do not see the value of 
the government § insurance. The 
amendment I am likely to  intro- 
duce would provide that the gov- 
ernment continue fn force the poli- 
cies of each man for a period of 
two yearas after his discharge with- 
out payment of premiums from the 
former soldier or sailor. At. the 
termination of hia two-year period 
the policy wotid lapse unless the 
insured would by .that time make 
arrangements to continue it in force 
by the periodical payment of pre- 
miums. 

“Tt has come to my attention that 
numerous men upon leaving the 
service find that they have little 
money with which to pay Insurance 
|premiums, others have not been 
reached by the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance through lack of their 

resent addresees, and still others 

ave falled to realize that the gov- 
ernment insurance is an investment 
of high value and a great protec- 
tion to their dependents in the case 
of death. 

"The two-year period of automatic 
insurance that my amendment pro- 
vides for would give the insured 
soldiers ample time to become re- 
adjasted to civilian life and a rea- 
sonable period for the War Risk 
Bureau get in personal touch 
with the ier and convince him of 
the valvabl asset he is discarding. 
I believe thé measure would be pop- 
ular one wi Congress, because of 
the fact that it not only gives the 
discharged sefyice man excellent 
protection without payment, but it 
also can be accomplished ith a 
cost to the government made neces- 
sary by the deaths of these insured 
service men.”

RESTORE PROVOST GUARD. 

The Federal government en- 
deavored today to prevent a recur- 
rence of the attacks made Saturday 
and Sunday nights by soldiers sail- 
ors and marines against negroes in 
retaliation for assaults by negroes 
on white women in this city. After 
a conference between Secretary 
Baker and the local governing au- 
thorities, the army provost guard 
was restored to duty. 

The police authorities announced 
that 250 soldiers and marines would 
aid the police in patrolling the 


streets tonight. 


NEGROES OPEN FIRE. 

Just about noon today the negroes 
gave the first evidences of retalia- 
tion. Four blacks in an automobile 
¢rove up to the Naval Hospital in 
the Potomac Park, not far from the 
White House, and fired four shots 
at the sentry. They then whisked 
their machine around the street cor- 
rer and fired four more shots at 
inmates on the hospital grounds, all 
of them sick or wounded _ sailors 
and marines. The machine and its 
party got away. The shots all went 
wild. 

Police records today showed 
scores of negroes were injured in the 
widespread clashes between whites 
and negrees here last night. More 
than a dozen negroes, some of them 
suffering from severe beatings at the 
hands of mobs, were treated at hos- 
pitals and scores were cared for at 
their homes.

Claim Government Increase 
will Ruin Industries. 
Workmen Claim it is Plot to 
Defeat Ownership. 


Discharged Service Men Burn 
Luton Town Hall.

LONDON, July 21.—Sir_ Eric 
Geddes, minister without portfolio, 
was appointed today a commissioner 
to attempt to settle the miners’ 
strike and is on his way to York- 
shire, Premier Lloyd George an- 
nounced in the House of Commons. 
The most important fact in Great 
Britain is the addition of $1.50 a ton 
to the price of coal, which, by order 


of the government, goes into effect 
today. 


What that increase means to the 
vital industries of Great Britain is 
described as “disaster” and “ruin.” 

Originally announced by Bonar 
Law in the Commons ten days ago, 
enforcement was postponed at the 
request of miners and members on 
the understanding that the unions 
would agree not tp strike for three 
months. In the meantime the miners 
were to demonstrate they could 
ey increase the production of 
coa 

The proposal was promptly _re- 
fused by the national convention of 
coal miners. Meanwhile 200,000 
coal miners of Yorkshire went on 
a strike, the cause being a despute 
over hours and pay. Thev were 
joined during the week and peace 
celebration by 50,000 pumpers and 
surface workers. More than 4000 
skilled workmen in the Sheffield 
steel and iron shops already had been 
thrown out of work by a shortage 
of coal. By the end of the week it 
is predicted all the great Sheffield 
industries will be closed. 

MINERS FIGHT “PLOT.” 

Thousands of miners in Lancashire 
and Nottinghamshire struck today 
in a protest against the government 
increase of $1.50 a ton,. which, they 
deciare, is the first step in a gov- 
ernment plot to prevent public 
ownership and operation of coal 
mines. 

Already at least one-quarter of all 
the coal miners in Great Britain 
are not working. How much fur- 
ther it will spread is uncertain. 

Three mines in the Yorkshire dis- 
trict are flooded and twelve others 
are likely to be filled with water in 
a day or two, Mr. Lioyd George an- 
nounced, as a result of the pump 
men’s strike. Some of the mines, 
he said, would be ruined. The gov- 
ernment is sending men from the 
fleet to ald in pumping out the 
mines. 

WELSH SURFACE MEN STRIKE. 

Many surface workers at the 
mines in South Wales also are on 
strike for the same shorter hours 
jeramtes the miners, and for extra 
pay for week-ends. A number of

The Yorkshire coal fields, the 
Premier said, produced 35,000,000 
tons of coal a year and were the 
second largest in the United King- 
dom. 

The government, he said, had sent 
messages to the Miners’ Federation 
asking what action it is prepared to 
take and stating that the govern- 
ment was prepared to withdraw the 
men it had sent to replace the 
strikers on the mine pumps as soon 
as the strikers returned to work. 
Until this happened, he added, the 
government would take every means 
at ite disposal to save the mines and 


to work. 

The action of the miners in strik- 
ing, the Premier stated, not only 
jeopardized their own means of live- 
but threatened disaster to 
every one in the district. 

LUTON RULED BY MOB. 

Directly connected with labor 
troubles among coal miners, rail- 
roadmen and dock workers in Great 
Britain is a sensational happening 
at Luton, a city of 60,000, ohly thirty 
|miles north of London. A federa- 
tion. of discharged soldiers and sail- 
ors had asked permission to use the 
chief park of the city as the scene 
of a peace celebration on Sunday. 
The request was refused. 

Saturday afternoon a mob at- 
tacked the City Hall Men and 
women took part in breaking up the 
furniture, tearing down decorations 
and overturning tables set for a din- 
ner party. Later at night the mob 
redoubled its efforts, looted a drug- 
gists shop and poured gasoline and 
other inflammables over piles of 
paper in the City Hall—first over- 
powering the police force. The mob 
set fire to the City Hall and cut the 
hose of the firemen who attempted 
to put out the blaze. They seriously 
injured many firemen and police- 
men. 

While the City Hall was all ablaze 
the mob leoted a music. store, 
dragged several pianos out into the 
street and played “Keep the Home 
Fires Burning.” Phonographs were 
also stolen and set to playing In the 
streets. 

By dawn Sunday morning the 
City Hall was destroyed and damage 
estimated at $1,250,000 was done. 
Large detachments of the regular 
army werg rushed to the scene and 
put on guard. Sunday night there 
were renewed riots, the mob trying 
to rescue several ringleaders who 
had been locked up but the police 
and military were able to prevent 
it.

ORGANIZE INTO UNION.

SYNDICATE 
LYRIQUES HAS MEMBERSHIP 
OF MORE THAN 500, 


BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

July 21.—A meeting of 
| more than 200 of the leading singers 
of the opera, Opera Comique, 
Trianon Lyrique, Concert Mayol and 
all other halls of Paris was held this 
morning. Many singers from the 
large cities of the French provinces 
also attended. 

As a result of this meeting the 
labor unions of France have a pow- 
erful additional member. 

It was announced amid much 
cheering that the Syndicate Des Ar- 
tistes Lyriques, organized only a few 
months ago, with about sixty mem- 
bers, has now more than 500 mem- 
bers. Reports were ready as to 
what already had been done by the 
syndicate for the bettering of con- 
ditions in the lyric theaters o* 
F ce. The association hopes to 
become as strong as the syndicate 
of Paris musicians which has 
reached a membership roll of over 
6000 and has in its treasury more 
than $100,000. 

The Lyric Syndicate has formu- 
lated contracts which all of its mem- 
bers must use exclusive of any oth- 
ers and which among other reforms 
do not permit any singer to receive 
a salary of less than $90 per month 
The assertion was made that there 
are today singers at the Opera 
Comique receiving about 100 francs, 
leas than $20 a month. 

The contracts require well-aired 
and well-heated ng-rooms, 
cleaned daily, no more than 8 per 
cent. foreign-born singers in any 
theater (this will disflace many 
scores of Belgians in Paris and the 
provinces, and the clause was hotly 
contested in the meeting,) no Sun- 
Gay rehearsals, no unpaid services 
even for charity fetes. 

There are opera singers in Paris 


who, during the four years and a/ 


half of the war, have sung at more 
than 600 benefit affairs without a 
cent of remuneration, sometimes 
without even offer of cars to take 
them to and from their concert, if 
their own happened to be out of 
commission, or drafted by the gov- 
ernment. 

It was announced at yesterday's 
meeting that the artists of Ba-Ta- 
Clan brought their complaints to the 
directors last evening and were un- 
ceremoniously thrown out. The 
syndicate announces its intention to 
sue for the members interested.

“The consumer says prices high, 
but the live-stock producers say they 
have been losing money at ruling 
prices, If you compare today’s 
prices with the prices that prevatied 
before the war, then prices are high 
indeed, but if the comparison be be- 
|tween meat prices and prices of food 
in general, then, suprising as it 
may seem, meat, or at least beef and 
lamb, are cheap. 

“But I presume that when peo- 
ple say prices are high they are un- 
consciously comparing the prices 
that prevail now with those pre- 
vailing before the outbreak of the 
great war. 

“I have in front of me a state- 
ment just received ‘from our ac- 
counting department. It compares 
the prices paid for meat animals 
last month with the prices paid each 
vear in June since 1914. It shows 
that tm 1914 we bought hogs for 
$8.12 a hundred pounds. Im 1915 
they cost 7.47; in 1916 they 
$9.47: tn 1917 they fumped to 
$15.32; in 1918 to $16.41, and for 
June of this year our average price 
was $20.25, or an Increase this year 
of 149 per cent. over the cost in 
1914 and 23 per cent. over last 
year’s cost.” 

CATTLE AND SHEEP HIGHER. 


Mr. Armour was asked about rela- 
tive prices of other meat animals 
and had figures to show that while 
the increase in cattle, sheep, and 
calves has not kept pace with 
the beef price of today is 72 per 
cent. over that of 1914 and 23 per 
cent. over last year, that sheep are 
102 per cent. over 1914 and 10 per 
cent. over last year, and that calves 


ago. 
“Eighty to’85 per cent. of the 
total amount which the packers get 
from the sale of Nive stock and the 
by-products is paid back to the pro- 
ducer of the live animal That 
makes the cost of the raw material 
—the meat animal—the overwhelm- 
ing factor in determining the cost 
the consumer must pay for meat. 
And when the cost of the raw ma- 
terial advances, as the record since 
the outbreak of the war shows, the 
fact that meat costs proportionately 
more than it did, ought not to occa- 
sion wonder. Couple with it that 
‘labor of every kind connected with 
the packing industry has practically 
doubled, and that freight rates have 
advanced materially.” 


PROFITS PER UNIT SMALLER. 


“Packers’ profits, per unit of busi- 

ness, were smaller last year than 
ever before, and if censidered as 
part of the cost of meat to the con- 
sumer would all told run less than 
cent if spre to cover the tota 
profit with the total poundage of 
meat handled,” he replied.* 
' “Then,” asked the reporter, “if 
the main trouble lies in the original 
cost of the animal, why can’t the 
packers, with interesta, as they 
have, in all the big live-stock cen- 
ters, decide that they won’t pay such 
prices, and force things down to a 
reasonable basis?” 


RANG! GOES PET ILLUSION. 


“Just because they can’t.” he said. 
“There are several reasons why they 
can’t. Principal among them {s that 
control of that nature would demand 
eoncerted action and agreement 
among the various packers and such 
an agreement would not be permis- 
sible under existing laws. 

“There is no such agreement as 
“ar as I am concerned or aware. 

“Without the concerted action of 
hundreds of packers who transform 
live animals into dressed meat it 
would not be possible to fix arbitrari- 
ly the price of live stock. It is the 
business of our buyers to meat 
animals as cheaply as they can and 
|there are many days when the com- 

petition is so keen that our buyers 
have to boost their offers material- 
ly before they are able to fill or- 
ders. If we set out to get cattle 
at ovr own price the competitors 
would get the cattle, and get our 
business at the same time. 

“Our only way is to pay the de- 
manded price for the animals; I 
doubt my abflity to make anyone 
who is skeptical realize just what 
the competition amounts to. It must 
be experienced to be realized.” 

“Then,” the reporter suggested, “if 
the price of animals cannot be rege 
ulated, why can’t some other séction 
be taken to force the live-steck man 
to be mbre reasonable. Why are 
hig prices so high?’ 

SIMPLE, SAYS ARMOUR. 


“Animals are the product of much 
labor and considerable quantity of 
feeds, chief among which is cern.

The following statement was xiv- 
en the police department by Jack 
Boettner, assistant pilot, who e¢s- 
caped by leaping from the balloon 
in a parachute: 

“Il have no idea how the 
caught fire. 
power motors had been working per- 
fectly. Prior to the explosion we 
had made two successful cruises, not 
experiencing a bit of trouble. 

“Just before she caught fire we 
were running smoothly. We had 
headed away from the lake when I 
felt the ship buckle. I saw the 
flames leap from the side and yelled 
to the passengers to jump. They 
were all strapped in parachutes and 
obeyed immediately. I think the 
fact that all did not land eafely 
was due to the speed with which the 
burning dirigible fell. My own parfa- 
chute caught fire, but I managed to 
land gafely.. The others probably 
caught fire also and fell when the 
silk had been burned from the para- 
chute.”’ 

Two theories were offered for the 
fre. One was that 2 spark from 
the rotary motors set the gas afire. 
The other was that-the balloon was 
évercharced and the sun's rays 
caused it to expand and burst, the 
fire following the contact of the gas 
with sparks in the motor. 

Tt was Intended to charge the Lag 
with a pure mixture of hydrogen gas 
which not inflammable. It was 
confectured, however, that @ quen- 
tity of oxygen became mixed in the 
charging process, rendering 4 high- 
ly explosive combination. 

When Jack Boettner, an empluyee 
of the rubber company. and pilot of 
the craft, saw the flicker of flames 
here he shouted a warning to the 
other passengers and jumped from 
the fuselage. All were protected hy 
parachutes attached to their bodies 
by belts. 

Henry Weaver and Harrv Wacker, 
mechanictans, followed. E. H. Nor- 
ton, a photographer for a morning 
paper, was the last to leap. The 
frst man, Earl H. Davenport, pub- 
licity agent for an amusement park, 
did not get out. His bodv struck the 
roof of the bank and burned to a 
erisp. Weaver's parachute was 
ablaze and he was overtaken by the 
flaming balloon and carried down tu

AMNESTY PLANNED 
COURT-MARTIALED: MEN 


CHAMBERLAIN SAYS CRUELTITES 
IN FRANCE BEAT SPANISH 
INQUISITION. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Com- 
plete amnesty for all soldiers, sail- 
ors and marines convicted by court- 
martial, except those whose offenses 
would be a felony under Federal 
statutes, was proposed in a bill in- 
troduced today by Senator Chamber- 


lain, Democrat, Oregon, and referred 
to the Military Committee, 

‘The stories coming to me,” said 
Senator Chamberlain, in a statement 
to the Senate, “many of them be- 
ing vertified, of the outrages being 
committed against young men 
through the instrumentality of court- 
martials, are so horrible that some 
legislation ought to be enacted 
promptly to obtain relief. The fact 
that already the clemency board_has 
reduced the sentences in the ag- 
gregate from 28,000 years to 6700 
years, is proof positive that the 
sentences were out of all proportion 
to the crimes committed. 

“J want the people to understand 
the terror inflicted upon our young 
men by these sentences and also the 
cruelties practiced against them. 

“The Spanish inquisition was not 
a mark to some of the cruelties 
practiced against these soldiers in 


France.” 


Senator Chamberlain referred to the 
investigation of cruelties being made 
by a House committee and said he 
would discuss some cases of cruelty 
in a speech to the Senate. 

It became known today that Gen. 
Pershing had made a report to the 
War Department regarding charges 
of brutality against prisoners at the 
hastille and prison farm nuber 2 
in France. Secretary Baker said 
he regretted he could not make 
the report public now, but added 
he would do so as soon as he had 
had time to read it and collect from 
officers .in this country information 
regarding steps taken to punish those 
responsible.

TRAITORS TO HUNS 
ARRIVE IN AMERICA. 


FELLOW OFFICERS ORGANIZED 
VENDETTA AGAINST ME) 
BETRAYING SECHETS 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, July 21.—A story 
of the betrayal of the German high 
command through the efforts of the 
American military secret service and 
of the organization among German 


officers of a vendetta aimed at the 
lives of the traitors was brought te 
light with the arrival at New York 
today of “two German prisoners of 
war consigned to the director of mili- 
tary intelligence, Washington. D. C.” 

According to information here, the 
mysterious prisoners who ianded 
from the Agamemnon, under heavy 
guard, formerly were German officers 
of high rank, occupying positions of 
great responsibility under Von Hin- 
denburg. Before the inauguration 
of the American offensives in 1918, 
Operatives of the American military 
intelligence corps prevailed upon 
them through inducements which 
have not been divulged, to deliver 
Plans of the German general staff 
covering the proposed movements on 
the western front, probable lines of 
retreat, points at which stands would 
be made and other detailed infor- 
mation of inestimable value. 

With these plans before him Gen. 
Pershing was able to lay out his 
campaign with great freedom and it 
is belleved that the result was to 


eut the cost of the American ad- 
vance practically in half. 
The German officers later sur- 


rendered themselves to the American 
forces. Certain of their former 
assistants had become suspicious, 
however, and are believed to have 
banded together to mete out stern 
justice. Utmost precautions were 
taken, even within the Allied lines, 
to protect the informers, but as 
officials believed that as long as they 
were kept In France their lives 
would be in danger, orders were 
given for their transfer to this 
country. 

Preparations for the moving of 
the prisoners were kept a close secret 
and it was only throwgh the care- 
leseness of some clerk that they 
were included in the roster of the 
Agamemnon when she left France. 

The plan was to send the prisoners 
to some isolated army post where 
they might be given military pro- 
tection for a time. Eventually, it 
ia supposed, they would have been 
permitted to “escape” to some other 
country, there to begin their lives 
anew. Officials will not say whether 
this plan can be safely followed 
now.

Brings Thanks of Belgians to 
California People. » 


French Colony to Fete Him 
and Honeymoon Couple. 


Noted Surgeon’s Wife Among 
the Lusitania Victims. 


For the purpose of personally 
thanking the people of Los Angeles 
and all Southern California for the 
help given the people of Belgium 
during the war, Col. Leon de Page 
of Brussels, private physician to the 


Queen of the Belgians, arrived here 
last night from San Francisco, in 
company with’ Capt. and Mrs. Van 
de Velde. Capt. Van de Velde is 
also a member of the Medical Corps 
of the Belgian Army. They are at 
the Alexandria. 

Gol. de Page and party motored 
from San Francisco where they 
had spent the past several days. 
They propose to remain in Los An- 
geles four or five days and then 


start East. They will saij for Bel- 
gium August 13, from New York 
City. 


Capt. and Mrs. Van de Velde are 
on their honeymoon. Mrs. Van de 
Velde was formerly a prominent so- 
ciety matron of Brussels. and dur- 
ing the recent war was a nurse in a 
hospital at La Panne, where the 
captain was on duty. This is the 
first trip the captain and his wife 
have made to this country. Col. de 
Page was here in 1914, as chairman 
of the International Congress of Sur- 
geons. He and the captain attended 
the international convention, held at 
Atlantic City last month. 


GUESTS OF ANGELENOS. 


During their stay in this city, the 
officers and Mrs. Van de Velde will 
be the guests of ‘Dr. and Mrs. Ray 
Smith. The colonel and captain are 
also to be the guests of several io- 
cal clubs, and Mrs. Smith will enter- 
tain for Mrs. Van de Velde. 

Prior to the war, Col. de Page was 
Queen Elizabeth's private physician. 
At the outbreak of hostilities, be- 
ing a surgeon of note in Europe, the 
colonel’ established a hospital at 
la Panne, on the Belgian coast, and 
there thousands of soldiers, English, 
French and Belgian, were treated. 

This hospital, later known as the 
De Page Hospital, is reputed to be 
one of the best surgical institutions 
in Europe, and is known as the best 
in Belgium. During the entire four 
years of the war, American doc- 
tors and American Red Cross nurses 
were on duty there. 

Many of the beds in the De Page 
Hospital were placed> there by 
Americans, and a large part of funds 
raised by Mrs. de Page in America 
were used to equip the hospital. 

LUSITANIA MEMORY. 


Mrs. de Page was in this country 
in 1915. She collected aLout $50,000 
for aid of the Belgian wounded, 
and was well known in Los Angeles. 
She was drowned when the Lusitania 
was sunk. 

The French colony here is plan- 
ning an entertainment for the Bel- 
gian visitors, It was announced last 
night, but the details have not been 
fixed, as nothing is known of the 
colonel’s arrangements.

SEEK EVIDENCE 


Woman Declared Insane Put 
on Stand at Norwalk, 


Persecuted, Doctor Says. 


Animus Against Hospital is 
Admitted by Witness. 


A vista of curious possibilities was 


opened at the inquiry into the Nor- 
walk State Hospital yesterday when 
the day's principal witness was an 
inmate of that institution, legally 
committed for mental disorders, and 
on. four previous occasions an in- 
mate of the Stockton State Hospital 
for the Insane. A physician subse- 
quently testified as to her condition 
and her delusions of being perse- 
cuted. Her testimony, which ended 
when she broke out with an emo- 
tional outburst while relating in- 
stances of alleged cruel treatment 
while at the hospital, was not com- 
pleted at the time the board took 
@ recess for ten minutes. When the 
next seasion was called, she was not 
asked to resume tte sta. 

- The patient was Ceszarina Ferrari, 
a native of Switzerland, who had 
been married, divorced. and later 
sent to the Stockton hospital from 
San Francisco. After several trips 
back to the Stockton hospital she 
testified, she came to “Wos Angeles, 
and later was sent to Norwalk. 

Miss Ferrari was one of the seven 
witnesses heard by the Board of 
Charities and Corrections vesterday. 
The other testimony reiterated tue 
charges brought againet the adminis- 
tration of-—the institution. 


WITNESSES FOR DEFENSE. 


That the witnesses for the hos- 
pital will include several Superior 
Court judges, a number of experts, 
and others well known in the State, 
was the announcement made yes- 
terday. At least » dozen more wit- 
nesses are to be produced to sub- 
stantiate the charges filed with the 
board before the defense will put on 
its main witnesses, it was said by 
the attorney for the board. The 
hearing will be resumed at 10 
o'clock this morning. and is ex- 
pected to last until 9 o'clock tonight. 

Mise Ferrari told dramatically of 
being brought back by force to the 
hospital after Raving been paroled 
to Dr. Laura C. Burnley, of Hunt- 
ington Park, despite her frantic ef- 
forts to escape, in the course of 
which she sald she climbed a tree 
and donned masculine clothing. At 
the hospital she said she was beaten 
and kicked while an inmate of the 
violent ward. At the end of her 
rambling statement she partially 
broke down. 

Dr. Fred P. Clark, medical su- 
perintendent of the Stockton Hos- 
pital, next testified that when Miss 
Werrari came to the Stockton Hos- 
pital, she complained about the 
food, about the attendants and bit- 
terly assailed against the board of 
control and the court that commit- 
ted her there. He said the woman 
was diagnosed as suffering from 
delusions and maniac depression. 
The last time she returned to Stock- 
ton, Dr. Clark testified, she wanted 
a certificate showing she was not 
insane, explaining she wanted it so 
that she could get married. It Mater 
developed, Dr. Clark said, that she 
was not even engeed in reply to a 
auestion from Asst. Atty.-Gen. 
Lewinsohn, that the woman suf- 
fered from a circular insanity of 
recurring kind. 

Dr. Louise Burnley, who operates 
the sanatorium in Huntington Park 
to which Orlando Hathaway men- 
tioned in the previous testimony, 
was taken last Friday upon his re- 
‘moval from Norwalk Hospital, tes- 
tified that the man was in a very 
bad condition when first brought to 
her place, showing evidence of abuse 
and ill care. She testified eagerly 
and later admitted she was giad to 
do so and is far from’ friendly to 
Dr. Kern or to Norwalk. 

Dr. Burnlev’s animosity toward 
the hospital, it was brought out by 
Mr. Lewinsohn and the memters of 
the board, wes in considerable part 
due to the fact that the Ferrari 
woman was taken away from her 
and sent back to the hospital.

purchased for the Los Angeles Good- 
year plant, an act which signalized 
the start of an imménse industry— 
one of international importance and 
}scope—that will mean the expendi- 
ture of more than $6,000,000 for 
buildings and open a vast field of 
new opportuntiy for Southern Cali- 
fornia and the Pacific Coast. 

‘This ground-breaking ceremony, 
shortly after 3 tn the after- 
noon, took place at a point near the 
center of the Goodyear tract, just 
back from Central avenue, north of 
Florence avenue, in the presence of 
a group of Goodyear officials and Los 
Angeles well-wisherfs. 

It was on the exact spot where 
the rubber factory—a bullding with 
a frontage of 300 feet on Central 
avenue by a depth of 680 feet—will 
rise as rapidly as material can be 
assembled. - Today it is a cabbage 
field, overgrown with plants, and 
showing recent signs of cultivation. 
By next June an amazing transfor- 
mation will have been worked, in ac. 
cordance with Mr. Seiberling’s plans 
-—-one that will see the construction 
of a group of three modern factory 
buildings, rubber plant, cotton fac- 
tory and warehouse, that will mean 
the employment of approximately 
7000 operatives and the production 
of 7500 tires daily and 160,900 yards 
of cotton fabric weekly.

PLAN ON TO NIP 
STRIKES IN BUD. 


Mayor may Create Board of 


Wants to Keep Labor Stable, 
Encourage Capital. 


Issues Statement to 
Public Opinion. 


Mayor Snyder yesterday announced 
that he ts seriously considering the 
creation of what may be known as 
a board of industrial mediation, for 
the purpose of preventing labor dis- 
turbances of serious moment in Los 
Angeles. He stated that he will at 
once consult with representative 
men and women and if the idea is 
given indorsement, the commission 
will be named as soon as the proper 
persons are found who will under- 
take the task. | | 

The Mayor stated that he believed 
the commission should be composed 
of two representatives of labor, two 
of capital and three disinterested 


|persons—the latter probably to be one 


representative of the juduciary, one 
of the clergy and one from the 
public educationa) field. 

In discussing his programme, the 
Mayor issued the following state- 
ment: 
The question of the relation of 
labor and capital—employee and em- 
ployer—is one that has caused me 
much concern and deep thought. It 
is with me almost constantly. It 
is the question of the day, and I 
want to help solve it, as far as 
possible. I am among those who 
believe that the relations of labor 
end capital are not trresoncilable: 
that the worker and his employer 
can, by a better understanding, be 
brought to a realization of the fact 
that their interests are identical; 


jthat what helps one helps the other, 


and what injures the one injures the 
other, Industries cannot be promoted 
by capital alone——nor by labor alone. 
They must harmonize, co-ordinate, 
function. They must receive equal 
rights, equal advantages, equal 
justice. But how? That is the great 
question. It has not been solved. 
LABOR STABILITY. 
This city is upon the verge of a 
very great industrial era. There is 
to be a great expansion. Many new 
industrial enterprises are in 6m- 
bryonic stages. But they will be im- 
peded if labor conditions are not 
stable, and capital will become timid, 
and withdraw to other fields of en- 
deavor. 
. It cannot be denied that there ex- 
ist now labor and industrial dis- 
putes, and strikes in process, in- 
volving thousands of employees and 
millions of capital. Unemployment 
is breeding want and trouble, and 
capital is suffering heavy loses. The 
future manufacturing and industria! 


interests—in fact every interest of 


the city, great and small—tremble 
in the balance, and in the adjfust- 
ment of these differences will be the 
answer, whether we shall reap the 
harvest from progress and plenty 
or the dire results of stagnation and 
strangulation of business. Labor can- 
not afford this. Capital cannot af- 
ford it. What then? They must 
get together. 

In studying this question, I have 
about come to the conclusion that 
labor conditions are more or less 
local issues—due in a greater or less 
degree, to local conditions. This 
seems to me t6 be proven by the 
fact that in some sections of the 
country there has rarely been a labor 
disturbance, while in other sections 
labor unrest and unheavals are 
chronic. Some industrial cities have 
no strikes, lockouts or labor dis- 
putes—while others are in a con- 
stant state of labor eruption. Local 
conditions therefore must have a 
large measure of influence. Then 
must it not be apparent that local 
influences must largely bring about 
a settlement of these differences? 

PURPOSE OF BOARD. 

With this in mind, I have thought 
it would be well to propose the cre- 
ation of a local board, to be known, 


say, as a board of industrial media- 


tion. Its purpose being to, by wise 


and judicial consideration, pacify 


and reconcile labor differences and 
disputes, as far as may be by a 

tient hearing, timely counsel and 

onest mediation, and thereby as- 
sist to arbitrate and adjudge. Tt 
should consist of only citizens well 
known to the community. Its per- 
sonnel should of such high char- 
acter that both labor and capital— 
employee and employer—wil] wi!l- 
ingly submit elr differences and 
issues to it. It should number 
about seven of our best citizens. 
Labor and capital should be equal- 
ly represented upon it, and the oth- 
er members be neutrals, of sym- 
pathy, education and judicial poise 
—and both men and women. Ques- 
tions leading to strikes could be sub- 
mitted in advance of trouble, and 
acute differences could be taken at 
their inception. And wise counsel. 
sympathetic hearings, with time for 
considering the remedies for griev- 
ances and the dire consequences of 
idle labor and capital upon the com- 
munity, will sober and make reason- 
able the unreasonable and stubborn, 

It may be possible to connect this 
board with some of the established 
organizations of the city government, 
in order that permanent headquar- 
ters and al) secretarial and clerical! 
assistance may be available for this 
board, without additional burden 
upon the taxpayers. 

At any rate, I shall consult with 
some prominent and representative 
men and women—good citizens, rep- 
resenting all classes, as I have out- 
lined—and if I can secure the as- 
surance of the right men and wom- 
en for this work, who will give the 
necessary time to it, I shall estab- 
lish this board, and invite the par- 
ties to all labor and industrial dis- 
putes to submit their grievances and 
the issues to this local board for 
arbitration. It is to my mind an 
experiment worth trying. It will, 
I believe, by patient hearing and 
equitable judgment, cause less fric- 
tion, satisfy, in a measure, both labor 
and capital, restore industrial 
and foster our industries.

HUNDREDS BACK | 


ON PHONE JOBS. 


Men Strikers and Most of the 


+ Girl Operators Return. 


All are Placed on Pay Roll 
_ and Half Given Work. 


No Settlement Yet in , 
Cities of Southland. 


Nine hundred striking telephone 


operators reported for work before 


5 p.m. yesterday in accordance with 
instructions received from the offi- 
cers of the International Brother- 
hood of Electri Workers and ap- 
proved Sunday night at a mass 
meeting of the strikers at Labor 
Temple. All of the returning girls 
were registered by the company anq@ 
more than half of them put to work. 
The remainder will be given work 


as fast as vacancies occur. All who 
registered were put on the pay roll 
at once. 

“You may say as strongly, as you 
like,” gaid President A. B. Cass of 
the Southern California Telephone 
Company, “that every girl who stood 
by us during the strike will keep 
her job. None will be forced out 
to make room for returning girls. 
A number of the experienced girls 
were taken on at once yesterday 
morning and distributed throughout 
the ten city exchanges to steady the 
service. and girls who came in dur- 
ing the strike were sent to the tele- 
phone schools at the exchanges for 
further instructions. 

“We are very happy at the ending 
of the strike. The girls and men 
are returning to work for wages the 
company was willing to give before 
the strike was declared June 16.” 

MORE TO REPORT. 


Union officials say 1326 girls went 
out when the strike was declared. 
Many of them have found work else- 
where and scores of them had re- 
turned to work during the past two 


weeks. Others who did not report 
yesterday are expected to do 80 
today. 


Of the 441 linemen, switchboard 
men and other electrical workers 
who struck, eighty had gone back 
to work during the past two weeks 
and 361 reported for duty yester- 
day. 

Company officials had been busy 
throughout the night, preparing for 
the return of the strikers, and 
when the girlie and the linemen re- 
turned, assignments were all ready 
for them and they were sent to 
their stations and exchanges rapidly. 

DEMANDS NOT MET. 

The girls are returning to work at 
wages of from $2 a day minimum 
to $19 a week for those with five 
years’ experience or more. The 
government awarded them retroac- 
tive pay at these rates dating from 
January 1. The operators had etruck 
for a minimum of $18.70 a week 
ranging to $24 qa week for girls of 
five years’ experience. 

The men demanded $6.40 a day 
and other concessions, but they are 
returning to work at $6 a day. which 
was offered them by the company 
befere they struck. 

Strikers who registered for work 
will receive pay from the time they 
registered, though a number of them 
will not be actively at work until 
places can be found for them. 

The “open shop” conditions which 
prevailed before the strike will still 
continue. 

Government operation of the tele- 
phone lines ceases at midnight July 
31, but the former strikers believe 
the Pacific Coast companies will 
maintain the wage scales under 
which the strikers returned to work, 
as in most cases they are scales 
which the companies offered before 
the strike was declared. 

IN OTHER CITIES. 


Except at Bakersfield, Colton, 
Rialto and San Bernardino, strikers 
in the cities and towns of Southern 
California returned to work as in 
Los Angeles. The Union Home 
Telegraph and Telephone Company 
operates the San Bernardino ex- 
change, as it does also that at Long 
Beach. The operators at Long 
Beach returned to work last week. 

At Bakersfield the strikers de- 
manded that operators who stood by 
the company be discharged. The 
company refused. 

In the Imperial Valley, registra- 


tion was delayed because of failure | 


of strikers to receive official tele- 
graphic orders from San Francisco, 
but these are expected today. 
Pasadena, Glendale and at 
Harbor, Alhambra, San Luis Obispo, 
Santa Ana, San Diego, Ventura, On- 
tario and in other smaller towns, 
the telephone strikers returned to 
work yesterday morning. At River- 
side the operators did not strike, 
but the linemen and other men 
workers did. The men went back 
to work yesterday. 

Reports of more or less complete 
return to work of striking telephone 
operators and electrical workers 
were received from all points on the 
Pacific Coast as far north as Ta- 
céma. The response to the order 
calling off the strike was particular- 
ly large in Oregon and Washington. 
At Oakland and Bakersfield the or- 
der was disregarded and the strike 
will go on. San Diego strikers voted 
to return and began to do so yes- 
terday. Many of those in San Fran- 
cisco are still out and say they will 
stay out. Sacramento strikers voted 
not to return. 

So far ten of the Pacific 
electrical workers’ unions have 
voted to return and njneteen to stay 
out on strike. according to R. E. 
Swain, president of the Pacific Dis- 
trict Council, International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers, whose 
headquarters are in San Francisco. 
Mass meetings of all the unions will 
be held today to decide the issue. 
L. C. Grasser, international vice- 
president, said the unions have un- 
til Wednesday to obey the order. If 
they do not signifivy their intention 
of doing so by that time, he said, 
they will be regarded simply as in- 
dividuals who have quit their jobs 
and their strike benefits will be cut

A sufficient supply of well-born white 


_| babies is the prime requisite for national 


progress. Given ihe baby, wise legislation, 
constitutional liberty and enlightened edu- 
cation will do the rest. But these must 
have plentiful material through which to 
work. 

Till the year 1914 the United States pos 
sessed both these first aide to national suc- 
cess, the best Constitution in the world and 
& progressively-increasing population. Our 
people can be trusted to do nothing to im- 
pair our Constitution. But can we be 
equally sure that the nation during theo 
next decade wil] produce a sufficient num- 
ber of white babies? Can we be sure that 
the white race will be as prolific, in toto, as 
the yellow? If we are not, the next genera- 
tion will face a new danger from which so 
far the nation has been happily exempt. 

Applying Buckle’s law we see the increase 
in the cost of living exceeding the increxse 


“im the rate of wages. The chief result of 
the unprecedented rise in wagés since the 


first year of the war has been a still more 
startling depreciation in the value of ¢he 
dollar. A continuation of such conditions 
will certainly make life harder for every 
one concerned. Furthermore, the birth rate 
will surely diminish as the struggle to ob- 
tain the comforts and decencies of life be- 
comes ever more strenuous. 
people will never consent to lower their 
standard of living. In consequence the sup- 
ply of babies will probably fall of from 
year to year. 4 

Let us look at this matter from another 
angle. For the decade preceding the war 
America received en average of a million 
immigrants a year. Thig was cut off by 
the war. Actually to date the United States 
is already short nearly five million immi. 
grants, not only as workers, but ajso as 
potential baby producers. 

Even should Congress refrain from pass- 
ing hostile legislation, are we likely to re- 


gain the European immigration we have 


lost? We have one fact from which to 
make calculations, and it igs not encourar- 
ing. Former immigrants are now leaving 
this country at the rate of 18,000 a month 
and no new ones are arriving. This year 
Italian immigrants alone are taking uway 
$20,000,000, earned in America, to spend in 


Ttaly. Thousands are waiting in New York 


to secure passage to Europe; the exodus 
promises to grow heavier as more shi 
are available. | 

Another factor may determine the shift- 
ing of population in the near future. To 
the average immigrant the desire to pos- 
sess land is the chief incentive for chang- 
ing his habitat. When Russia gets a stable 
government the breaking up of the old 
feudal estates will supply acreage for the 
land-hungry tn Central and Southern Eu- 
rope. A reformed Russia will get the cream 
of the immigration that formerly came to 
the United States. 

We must admit that the present signs do 
not point to an increase of population here 
through the old agency of immigration. Is 
there any indication that our native white 
men and women will fill the deficiency by 
increasing the size of their families? 

Modern conditions are all against this 
supposition. The emancipation of women, 
their larger activities in the business field, 
the new ambitions that now engross them, 
their determination to secure better hus- 
bands and happier married lives will timit 
their choice of husbands and render sin- 
gle freedom every year more attractive. 
Divorce court records afford sad but in- 
structive evidence as to the improbabuility 
of the same large families that helped our 


forefathers to replenish the earth coming 


to the assistance of the next generation. 
Yet on the babies that are born (or not 
born) at the present time our country musi 
depend twenty years hence for its essen- 
tial man power. In 1914 France siagie- 
handed would have been as helpless before 
the Teuten menace as a rabbit in the tiiroat 
of a. boa constrictor. France had riches, 
intelligence, a free republic, an indestructi- 
ble spirit; in all the nobler attributes she 
was far superior to her rival. But for 
forty years Germany had been producing 
shoals of babies and France hadn't. In the 
same way for all her backwardness and 
lack of national cohesion China is invinct- 
ble. Her birth rate is her guarantee of 


America today is fraakly the chief hope 
of the white civilization of the world. There 
is only one possible »nanner in which we 
ean fail to fulfill that expectation. Morally, 
materially, intellectually, spiritually Amer- 
fea is equal to the task. But we can no 
more afford to disregard the importance of 
our birth rate than France could, faced with 
the peril of German aggression. — 

For if there should come another strug- 
gie for world supremacy it will not be be. 
tween the white races who have today 
pinned their hopes on the democracy of 
America. It will be between the oriental 
and the occidental ideas of human happi- 
ness. It will be between the forces led by 
white America and those led by yellow 
Japan. 

The following statement is made by an 
American who has studied the subject Jeop-

had to the present war. For the sol-

If we right the eco- 
nomic aspect of the difficulty the other re- 
forms may follow. 

Meanwhile the Japanese residents of this 
coast are producing three times as many 
babies as are the whites—and keeping down 
their living cost while charging the rest of 
us 20 cents a box for berries.

Totals Of the riot of extra 

which disgraced the session of the State 
Legislature this year show that, tn addition 
to expending all the treasury surplus and 
the estimated revenue, the Legislature ap- 
propriated and the Governor approved 
$4,500,000 of revenues to be collected aiter 
the close of the present biennial period. 

Those appropriations signal a new de- 
parture in State finances. There is a pro- 
vision in the Constitution that the Legis- 
lature cannot appropriate money that must 
be raised from future tax levies. Such 
money can be secured only through a bond 
issue, which must be approved by the vote 
of the people. But astute attorneys rep- 
resenting big corporate interests in the 
Sacramento Valley discovered a technical 
flaw in that constitutional provision which, 
the State government holds, permita the 
Legislature to put a mortgage on the fu- 
ture revenues of the State. No one will be 
surprised that the forty fat commissions 
took advantage of this technicality to sweat 
a few millions more from the taxpayers. 

But there is a menace here that cannot 
be disregarded with impunity. If the Leg- 
islature and Governor have authority to 
mortgage the future revenue of the State 
for $4,000,000 they have authority to mort- 
gage it for $400,000,000. It would be pos- 
sible for a single administration with Dol- 
shevist proclivities to appropriate the total 
asséssed valuation of the State. And it is 
just as well to remember that some of our 
recent State Legislatures have wasted rev- 
enues like real Bolshevists. The framers 
of the Constitution thought they had »ro- 
tected the taxpayers of the State against 
such political bandits. There is no mis- 


} it is possible that the letter is faulty. The 


only defense against such a plunderbund 
is an amendment to the Constitution fixing 
an ironclad prohipition against such prac- 
tice. Possibly that can be secured through 
initiatory legislation.

AR QUICKENS 
MILLS OF LAW. 


Thousaadth Complaint Made 
Out by United States Com- 
missioner Here. 


A hint of the business trans- 
acted by United States Com- 
missioner Long is given by the 
fact that he yesterday made 
out the thousandth complaint 
he has drawn up since he 
assumed the position, follow- 
ing the death of D. M. Ham- 
mack, April 29, 1918. 

Most of these complaints 
grew out of the war, and the 
activities of the I.W.W. and 
Violations of the mail fraud 
and narcotic laws. These ap- 
peared in the form of searcD 
warrants that resulted in the 
prosecution of several notable 
cases within the past year 
and a half. . 

The office of the United 
States Commissioner has in- 
creased vastly in importance 
since the beginning of the war 
and the remunevstion, which 
is based entirely on fees, nas 
Jumped from about $125 a 
month to moré than twice that 
amount. 


FIND "NOTHER “BUG” IN 
PLUMBING ORDINANCE. 


‘TIS REAL ONE, AS IT WOULD 
MAKE MASTER CRAFTSMEN 
PAY LICENSE FEE. 


One of the last acts of the old 
Council was the passing of an ordi- 
nance providing for the registration 
of master plumbers. The ordinance 


was championed by Councilman 
Reeves, but there was much adverse 
comment on its provisions. The 
question was raised then as to 
whether or not its provisions would 
prevent a householder from making 
the simplest repairs on his pjumb- 
ing. but finally the measure was 
adopted. 

This ordinance will go into effect 
tomorrow. Now another “bug” has 
been discovered, and this may lead 
to the repeal of the law, upon which 
many look with suspicion. Accord- 
ing to the City Attorney's point of 
view, the new ordinance would re- 
quire every master plumber who 
works at his trade in Los Angeles 
to pay a license fee of $60. 

The matter was placed before the 
Board of Public Works by Chief 
Inspector of Bulldings Backus, yes- 
terday. In connection, the opinion 
of the City Attorney was submitted. 
The result was that the Board of 
Public Works will ask the Council 
today to give the ordinance further 
consideration. and that. in the mean- 
time, it has instructed the Chief In- 
spector of Buildings to hold in 
abeyance enforcement of the provi- 
sions of the new ordinance. 

When the ordinance goes before 
the Counci! again for its considera- 
tion, as it undoubtedly will, the pro- 
visions which many believe would 
work a hardship on the household- 
er in preventing him making the 
simplest plumbing repairs, will re- 
ceive the closest scrutiny, and the 
City Attorney may be asked to pass 
an opinion on this point.

WOULD HURRY UP RUBBISH 
WAGONS AND CIRCUMVENT 
LENGTH OF TOW-ROPES. 


Members of the/Council’s Public

FINLAND READY TO EXPAND. - 

“We have conquered the Bolshe- 
viki and have done away with trad- 
ing through intermediates, and are 
now ready to compete with the rest 
of the nation for trade,” said Jacob 
de Julin, president of the Finnish 
Official Economic Commission to tre 
United States, who arrived in Pitts- 
burgh recently. 

Mr. De Julin said that he had 
come to America and to this city to 
seek an extension of Finland's trade 
relations and credit standings. “Fin- 
land has enormous forests, almost 
limitless water power, a people ener- 
getic, industrious and well-educated ” 
he added. “Our working people as 
a whole live under better conditions 
than those in most of Europe and 
much of the United Btates, for ours 
is a dry state. 

“Finland is able to guarantee its 
trade with any nation. In seeking 
to bulld up our trade we have as 
much to offer as we ask. There are 
reasons of sentiment for an increase 
in trade between this country and 
Finland, for we owe you a debt of 
gratitude for the 25 milifon dollars’ 
worth of food already sent us and 
for the quick recognition of our

JAIL CLEAN-UP 


WARMLY URGED 


Many Needed Reforms. 


City and County Officials are 


_ Asked to Act Now. 


_|More Light and Less Vermin 


_ Among Major Objects.

Declaring that, if treatment of 
prisoners ig the acid test of civiliza- 
tion, then “Los Angeles has failed 
to emerge from medieval darkness,” 
the Municipal League yesterday for- 
warded to the Mayor, the City Coun- 


ci] and the Board of Supervisors a |: 


report of its committee on social 
welfare, relative to the city and 
county jails and Los Feliz Hospital. 

The report, dated today, strongly 
condemns conditions in the jails, 
and urges immediate action on an 
ordinance for consolidation of city 
and county prisons in a modern, sani. 
tary building. and for extension of 
industrial farms and training work- 
shops for prisoners. 

Criticism and reco 
included in the document bear the 
indorsement of the public affairs 
committee of the Friday Morning 
Club, the executive committee of the 
Evell Club, the Juvenile Protective 
Association, the Alliance of Social 
Agencies, the social service com- 
mittee of the Church Federation and 
the social service committee of the 
Episcopal diocese of Los Angeles. 

Eleven recommendations for bet- 
terment of conditions are included 
in the report. 

PHYSICAL CHANGES. 

“In the opinion of our committee 
of architects and engineers,” it says, 
“even the City Jail can be made 
habitable for human beings by the 
expenditure, for a ventilating sys- 
tem, of some $5000, and by letting 
in the gun by making m windows 
on the south side of the building. 

“With the removal of a large 
number of the sentenced prisoners, 
kept as trustees at the City Jail, to 
the farms, it will be possible to tear 
out the mezzanine floor on the east 
side and thus remove the most pro- 
lific breeding places for vermin and 
add greatly in the matter of light.” 

Further development of the indus- 
trial farms, now at the 
Jail, Los Feliz Hospital and north 
of Griffith Park, is urged, together 
with other kinds of industrial train- 
ing for unsentenced prisoners. 

It ts Geclared that adequate physi- 
cal and mental examination should 
be given convicted prisoners, and the 
resulting data be furnished the 
judges before sentence ig pro- 


endations 


| nounced. 


OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Segregation of prisoners with com- 
municabLle diseases immediately on 
arrival at the jails, delousing, fur- 
nishing of clean temporary clothing 
and of night clothes, remuneration 
for prisoners on the farms, an 
agency to help discharged prisoners 
get work, encouragement of courtesy 
and humane conduct by jail attend- 
ants and a larger appropriation for 
Los Feliz Hospital are other recom- 
mendations. Further, it is urged 
that an end be put to the system of 
furnishing better board to prisoners 
at the County Jall who have funds 
to pay for it. 

“We find in Los Angeles jails,” 
says the report, “prisonérs thrust 
promiscuously into tanks and cells 
that are ill smelling, lighted, 
ventilated and teeming with cock- 
roaches, lice and bedbugs.” 

And again: “Food, unless (in the 
County Jail) a prisoner is fortunate 
enough to possess financial resources 


that will vield him in his enforced 


idleness at least $65 per week, and 
unless he is classed as a trusty and 
is performing certain menia| tasks, 
ia served but twice a day, and even 
that thus served is of so monotonous 
a character and of such a kind as 
will not maintain a normal] well per- 
son in health, to say nothing of 
those unfortunates, whose crimes, in 
many cases, science traces to malinu- 
tritfon.” 

“The ultimate programme” 
vored, that is said to require “im- 
mediate action by the Citw Council 
and the people,” ts the adoption of 
an ordinance to so amend the city 
charter as to permit consolidation 
of the penal functions of city and 
county, reduction thereby of over- 
head expenses, the establishment of a 
modern new fall, extension of the 
detention farms and provision for 
industrial and academic training of 
prisoners.

CHILD’S TEARS KEEP 
‘COURT IN SUSPENSE. 


TOT FINALLY CON TO 
LEAVE HER AUNT AN 


WITH FATHER. 


Edith Roberts Freeman, aged 5 
years, was the center of attention 
yesterday, in Judge Reeve'’s court, 
when she tearfully objected to being 
taken from the arms of her aunt, 
Clara McCormick of 403 Jackson 
Place, Pasadena. Upon a writ of 
habeas corpus, granted by Judge 
Reeve, the child was taken from the 
custody of the aunt and given to 
the father, Robert H. Freeman, a 
grocer of Glendale. 

The child’s mother died about two 
years ago and since that time and 
until June 26. the father and child 
lived at the aunt's residence. Mr. 
Freeman was recently married to 
Ella A. Davis, and the father says 
he is now ready to provide a home 
for her. 

Attorneys in the case, as well as 
the court, had to plead with the 
child to leave her aunt, and she was 
finally persuaded to do so. 


MADE ’EM “FIVES.” 
Counterfeiting Charge Is Made 
Against Striker and Another. 


Secret Service Agent Hazen of the 
United States Treasury Department 
yesterday received word from San 
Francisco. of the arrest there of 


Franchi Antonio, alias Quinto, and 
Giovanni Curta, alias Romano, 
charged with counterfeiting, or 
rather raising $1 notes of the Federal 
Reserve Bank to $5. In their pos- 
session were found a number of the 
raised bills, and the eqripment that 
enabled them to turn out the spuri- 
ous paper, it is stated. 

The two men, and a third, the lat- 
ter having been released by Specia! 
Agent Hazen, are said by him to 
have operated in this city, and dis- 
tributed a number of the bad bills 
among the small Japanese merchants 
along Firet and Spring streets. 
Twelve of the bills have been found, 
three being recovered at the Yoko- 
hama Bank, and several others going 
through local banks undetected. The 
bills were unusually we!l made and 
successfully defied detection. 

Both of the prisoners are Italians. 
Antonio, it is said, worked on the 
ranch of United States Circuit Judge 
Ross, in Glendale, and Curta was one 
of the strikers at the harbor ship- 
yards. It is said that both prison- 
ers have confessed their crime. 


Is AN EX-OONVICT. 


Secret Service Agent Hazen  re- 
ceived information, yesterday, that 
John Fair Wallace, who is in Jail 
at Fresno, under a $10,000 bond, on 
the charge of counterfeiting sliver 
dollars, is an ex-convict. The rec- 
ord shows, it is said, that he was 
convicted in 1910 on the char«e of 
grand larceny and sent to San Quen- 
tin. for the term of six years.  Iiis 
crime consisted in stealing a num- 


ber| of cattle in the vicinity of Por- 
teryille.
